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RAILROADS BLUFFING EACH OTHER 


The Central's Proposed Air Line Scheme to 
Macon, : 

SavaNnan, Ga., November 2—[Spocial.|— 
Major West, the general manager of the Bir- 
mingham and Atlantig, was asked today if the 
Central's “Fort Valley cut-off” from Eden to 
Perry will interfere with the consolidation. 
He replied that he had carefully gone over the 
map of Middle Georgia, and did not see how 

the proposed line’ could be located without 
conflicting with the Savannah, Dublin and 
Western’s charter. This charter provides 
that no other railread shall parallel the Savan- 
nah and Dublin road's line within a less dis- 
tance than ten miles. If the ‘“‘cut-off’’ is to 
be an air line, Major West says it will run 
‘within ten miles of his road for at least fifty 
miles. He thinks the new enterprise is a 
game of bluff on the Central’s par}. The con- 
tractors of the Dublin road_ state that they 
have 300 men at work, and while matters 
have not gone along as smoothly as

tinned, and the read will be completed. 

The directors of the Central railroad held a 
reguiar monthly meeting today. The only 
business transacted not of a routine nature was 
the authorizing of General Alexander to con- 
tract for a new freight steamship. It will be 
built under the charter of the Boston line. 
The ship will be built at Roach’s ship-yard, 
Chester, on the Delaware. She will be three 
huudred and twenty feet long, 424 feet beam, 
nnd 17 feet draught loaded. She will be furn- 
ished with triple expansion engines, and will 
have a speed of eleven knots an hour. The 
new ship’s carrying capacity will be 8,000 bales 
of cotton, or 2,000 tons of gross cargo. She is 
to be completed by September 1, 1888. She is 
not built for any line specially, but 
will run to Philadelphia, New York 
or Boston, as business requires. 

The steady increasing business of the Ocean 
Steamship company crowds the vessels with- 
freight and additional ships will be needed. 

When the new road is open into Birming- 
ham it was hoped that the Goodwater exten- 
sion would be completed by January Ist, bunt

An Old Baptist Preacher and His Recollec- 
tion of Uncle Jimmy Williamson. 
From the Hawkinsville, Ga., Dispatch. 

Among others who attended the Houston 
Baptist association, which was in session in 
Hawkinsville on Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day last, was Rev. John Dupree and wife, of 
Wilkinson county. This old gentleman will 
be eighty-two years of.age in March next, but 
is well preserved and quite stout for one of his 
He appeared to be very much disap- 
pointed in not meeting his old friend and co- 
worker, Rev. Jimmie Williamson, of Telfair 
county. who, too, is upward of eighty years of 
age. Mr. Dupree, in speaking of ‘Uncle 
Jinimie,’’ as his friends call him, said: 

**T was in hopes I would meet Jim here, but 
maybe he will be at Cochran.”’ 

“How long have you known Uncle Jim- 
mie ?’’ we asked. 

“Well, I think it was at Big Sandy church 
in Wilkinson county, during a session of Ebe- 
nezer association—it was about 1834. The an- 
nouncement was made on Saturday evening 
that the nine o’clock sermon on Sunday would 
be preached by Brother Williamson. Yes, it 
was about 1834—just fifty-three years ago. 

“Well,” continued Mr. Dupree, ‘‘I had seen 
Williamson walking around, and had heard 
him talk, and, to tell you the truth, I thought 
the association had made a mistake in select- 
ing him to preach the Sunday morning sermon. 
But Saturday evening he and I traveled the 
same road, and he had an appointment to 
preach at Price’s.. So I concluded to stop and 
see if there was any preach in him. Well, after 
I heard him I thought he could say more in 
less time than any man I had ever heard. It 
has been a long time ago, but if my memory is 
good, Brother Williamson represented Turn- 
pike church.”’ 

‘When did the division occur in the Baptist 
church ?”’ was asked of Mr. Dupree. 

‘In 1836. Nine churches withdrew from 
the Ebenezer association, and in their resolu- 
tions declared non-fellowship with missionary 
societies, Sunday schools, temperance organi- 
zations. and all other so-called benevolent in- 
stitutions of the day.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Dupree emigrated with his family 
to Texas in 1860, and purchased lands in 
Comanche county. He was defrauded iif™the 
titles and lost the entire investment. He 
then moved to Louisiana and settled in Nachi- 
toches parish, where he lived until two or 
three years ago, when he returned to Georgia 
to pass the remainder of his days among his 
kindred and friends in Wilkinson and Laurens 
counties.

i At EE ED: ‘eiten 
UP IN ALASKA. 
Report Showing Population, Industries, Ete. 
~The Catch of Fish. 

WASHINGTON, November 2.—A. P. Swine- 
ford, governor of Alaska, in his annual report, 
savs: The population of the territory is esti- 
mated as follows: Whites, 5,000; creoles, 
(practically white) 1,800; alients, 2,000; natives, 
partially educated and civilized, 3,500; total 
civilized population 12,600; uncivilized natives, 
95.800; total population, 39,400. Ten millions 
dollars is a conservative estimate of the value 
of all taxable property in the territory, exclus- 
ive of the Alaska Commercial company’s 
establishment on the Seal islands. Very little 


has been accomplished or attempted in 
the way of agricultural development. 
This, notwithstanding there is a very 


considerable acreage of tillable land in south- 
eastern Alaska, with a soil that produces 
the most  Juxurious vegetation. EK x- 
periments which have been made leave no 
room for doubt that all cereals, except corn, 
can be grown to perfection in many sections, 
Nothing has yet been done in the way of 
stock-raising. On the subject of mines and 
minerals, the governor says wonderful results 
are being produced. A gold mine and mill on 
Douglas Island have been in steady operation 
during the year, turning out gold bullion at the 
rate of &100,000 per month. At one point a 
Boston company is erecting a mill with 160 
head of stamps. Several mills have been put 
in operation in Silver Bow basin, and large 
quantities of high grade ove have been found. 
Rich discoveries have also been made in the 
region of Berner’s bay, and rich placer diggings 
have been reported found on Shitando river 
or ‘‘Forty Mile creek,’ 

The product of the fisheries for the year, he 
estimated, at over 11,500,000 pounds of canned 
and 14.000 barrels of salt salmou. The whale 
fisheries have produced in the neighborhood of 
500,000 gallons of oil and 250,000 pounds of 
pone, about the same as lastyear. The annual 
ecatelyof cod amounts to about five million 
pounds, The total value of product of the 
Alaskan fisheries for the year is estimated at 
$53,000,000

hoats, aud has found that the two million dol- 
lara appropriated by congress for this purpose 
will be sufficient to establish at least one unit 
of the system. 
The monitor Miantonomol has been selected 
a% the vessel which will be the eenter of the 
unit, and she will be equipped with several 
fleet rams which In tarn wil be accompanied 
and protected by small, speedy torpedo boata, 
If this uuit should be found to work harmo- 
niously and efficiently, the system can be in- 
definitely extended frora year to year, without 
requiring a great expenditure at one time.

No, they never did, nor never will. I was on 
a street car on Pryor street one day, and on it 
was a young woman, and _ there 
were two men riding. One of 
these men offered an insult to the lady, 
and the other man caine to her protection. 
This man was at once arrested by a dry 
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policeman, on the complaint of a dry 
street car driver, and carried to the 
Stationhouse. I made an effort to procure his 


release on bail, but as there was no bondsman 
at hand, I went out to hunt one. I went to 
Mr. Green Dodd and told him that one of his 
prohibitionist friends was in the lockup and 
wanted him to go on his bond for fifty dollars, 
but he wouldn’t doit. I then went to several 
other prominent leaders of the dry party with 
the same success. Finally I went toa gentle- 
man on the wet side, and he cheerfully came 
to the rescue of the colored man who was 
unjustly detained in prison. The next 
morning he was taken before Recorder Ander- 
son, who is one of the dryest of men, and was 
at once released. [Applause.] Now, this 
shows the colored people plainly that they 
need expect no aid from their prohibition 
friends when they get into trouble. [Cries of 
“that’s so!’| My advice to you all isto think 
Don’t be led off by the preachers 
or women. [Laughter and cheers.] The wo-

This decision will be greeted with pleas- 
ure by the people of the whole country, and 
when the horrible crime for which the seven 
men are condemned has been expiated on 
the scaffold, the people will breathe easier 
through knowledge of the fact that they 
have evidence that such vicious and mur- 
derous doctrine will not be tolerated in this 
country. — 

Grave doubt has been expressed, since 
the terrible Haymarket riot: in Chicago, if 
the instigators and murderers in the tragic 
event would be punished as their offense 
merited. When the cases of the seven con- 
spirators and incendiaries went before the 
courts, many doubted a conviction and 
more feared that the strong local influence 
exerted in their behalf by their sympathisers 
would prevent the infliction of just punish- 
ment. 

The doctrine which brought about the 
Haymarket riot was one which had its fa- 
natical advocatesin every large center of 
population in the country, and for this rea- 
son the eyes of every state were turned to 
Chicago to see what her courts would do in 
dealing with the dangerous spirit, which, 
founded on robbery and rich in murder, was 
spreading its infestuous germs broadcast, 
and in Chicago particularly, had begun to 
reap its harvest of crime. 

The conviction of the men received the 
heartiest indorsement of the whole press 
and public. It is horrible, of course, to see 
seven men swing into eternity in a moment, 
for any cause, but there are occasions which 
justify it, and if there ever was such an oc- 
casion that of the doomed anarchists is one. 
Such a doctrine as their’s begets the worst 
crimes, and such crimes must be met with 
the severest punishment. 

But these men will go to the scaffold with 
their murderous theory closest their hearts, 
and their last words will be for their follow- 
ers to uphold their dangerous teachings, or 
possibly, to vindieate their death by the riot 
of anarchy. Consequently the public has 
no sympathy for them. 

The hanging of these men will be a crown- 
ing triumph in the inflexible administration 
of justice in the courts of this country, and 
will be a standing moral to those men whose 
vicious doctrines are aimed at the peace 
and prosperity guaranteed by our institu- 
tions.

BAYARD’S BOYHOOD, 


Interesting Story of the Boyhood Days of 
the Secretary of State. 
Washington Correspondent Chicago Herald. 

What is more interesting than the tales of 
the boyhood of distinguished men? I have had 
the pleasure and honor of the acquaintance of Sec- 
retary Bayard for some years. He has spoken to me 
in confidential mooés, and I shall not willingly 
forfeit his confidence by tellinginthe form of an 
interview anything which I think he would prefer 
not tosay. But from time to time he has spoken 
of his boyhood and training in words which‘ it 
seems to me, may be repeated without harm and 
will certainly be read with interest. 

I called one day at the state department to ask an 
explanation of a certain phase of the fisheries ques- 
tion which he had insisted on settling by diplomacy 
ratherthan war. 

“You come ofa stock,’’ I suggested, ‘whose pre- 
ferences Lave generally been for peace.” 

“Yes,” he said, “my ancestors always preferred 
honorable peace toany kind of war, as I do. But 
the first senator in our family wasa soldier—Captain 
Richard Bassett.”’ 

I confessed that I didn’t remember anything 
about Senator Bassett. 

“He was my great grandfather,’ said the secretary. 
‘‘He was born in 1735 and lived till 1815. He leda 
troop of light horse through the Reyolution, and af. 
ter the war used his influence to induce Delaware to 
adopt the constituion, which she did before any 
other state. He was onefof the firstisigners of the con. 
stitution, was chosen to the United States senate 
and was afterward governor and circuit fdge. 
Quite a man was Captain Dick Bassett. By the way, 
he was the fils! man in congress to vote to locate 
the capital on the Potomac, I sent last week a copy 
of an old painting of him to my little grandson tn 
Massachus *tts—a reach across six generations,” 

The secretary's folks have served a good while in 
the senate. His grect-grandfather, Richard Bassett, 
served four years, from 1789 to 1798; his grandfather, 
James A.Baya d son-in-law of Bassett, served eight 
years, till 1313; his father, James A. Bayard, served 
eighteen years, from 1851 to 1869; his uncle, Richard 
H. Bayard, served nine years, from 1836 to 1849, and 
he himself served sixteen years, from 1869 to 1885. 
The secretary and bis father were elected to: the 
United States senate from Delawire on the same 
day. His grandfather earnestly resisted the move- 
ment for the war of 1812. 

I asked the secretary one day about the influences 
that molded his boyhood. 

& ‘‘I was always on terms of confidential intimacy 
with my father,” he said, “I countthat among the 
very happiest of them.”’ 

As to other influences, he said: “I never had the 
hard struggle with adverse circumstances that many 
boys do, often totheir seeming advantage. I do 
not remember when I learned to read, and all my 
youth was cast in the society of sincere, earnest 
thoughtful, cultivated people.

Poverty, Immorality and Low Civilization 
Found Among Total Abstainers. 
Dr. MeGlynn’s Address in New York, 

“As a matter. of history, we find that people- 
who have been the best total abstainera have been 
low in civilization. We find them in poverty and 
vice and polygamy. Every Mahometan abstains 
from alcoholic liquors becausé the Koran diree‘s it, 
but would you hold up that as the civilization to be 
emulated? The mot ;r.nding poverty is found 
among these who are total abstainers, There is no 
mention of drink in the ‘Song of the Shirt,’ and that 
might be sung by thousands within a mile of this 
very hall, My twenty-oné years in St. Stephen’s 
brought me into the houses of the poor, and I found 
that the trouble was not caused by liquor, but arose 
because the reward of labor was not enough to ena- 
Lle them todo more than keep body and soul to- 
gether. Then poverty, and not drink, breeds dis- 
case. Who fills the insane asylums? Not the drink- 
ers, but farmers’ wives. They are there in greatest 
numbers in_ proportion to their number in the cen- 
sus. 3 
“T for one, join with you in denouncing the abuse 
of liquor, but I never will join in sueh an abuse of 
personal hepa d as willray tomy neighbor that he 
may not do a thing not prohibited by the a law of 
God, If this prohibition is, as aye of us suspect, 
an infraction of the inalienable right of man, then 
it is a dangerous thing tointroduce into the consti- 
tution. I think the state has t a very limited 
right in such matters.

He says he has been in favor of a 
government telegraph for years, but ever since 
he reached aconclusion on the subject his tinge 
and mind in the senate have been so engrossed 
with the interstate commerce bill that he 
could not go into other matters in which he was 
almost mucy as interested. “Now that I have. 
the bill off my shoulders,” continued the sena- 
tor, ‘I shalldo what I can to urge a govern- 
ment or postal telegraph biil on the senate, and 
if no one else will introduce a bill, I will draft. 
and introduce one myself. The subject has 
been already before the committee on pOste- 
offices and post roads. It is possible that the 
prospect of permanent rival lines, which 
seemed so fair when the Baltimore and Ohio. 
constructed its system, led some who were in 
favor of such a measure into a temporary con- 
dition of indifference. If 80, there can no longer: 
be any exeuse for indifference, The entire tele- 
graph system of the country is practically con- 
trolled by one man. Telegraph communication 
is at his mercy. The business and commercial 
secrets of the whole country are at his come 
mand. He can send the business thermometer 
up or down at will. It is surely high time te 
take steps to place control of the telegraph 
system in the hands of the people. I would 
not attempt to bargain with Jay Gould or any 
other man for the purchase of lines already

Thestrength was mainly 
due to light receipts, limited cash demand and free 
buying at times of November by a prominent local 
operator. The market opened a shade higher, was 
easy for a time, then ruled firm, advancing 3¢c for 
November and 144@%c for the other futures, ruled 
steady and closed with November and May at ‘yes- 
terday's closing figures. a 

Oats were steady and dull with speculative deliv- 
eries remaining close to yesterday’s figures, The 
yolume of trade was fairly large. 

Provisions were moderately active, but the feel- 
ing was not so strong, and prices were slightly in- 
clined in favor of buyers. Receipts of hogs were 
liberal and prices lower, and this had a weakening 
infinence on the market and in a measure checked 
the inquiry for the leading speculative articles. 
Deferred deliveries attracted the most attention, 
Trading was fair at about former figures.

clerk of this court is ordered to 
send a copy of this order to the principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, who will be goycrned 
accordingly,

The order reforming the sentence was passed 
October 8, 1881. Colonel Towers says that this 
order was never received until yesterday morn- 
ing. He at once ordered the discharge - of 
Charlotte Jones from the Chattahoochee brick- 
yard, where she has been illegallyjdetained for 
more than a year. 

The case has created a great deal of com- 
ment and it is thought that litigation will 
ensue.
